RESOLUTION 

Subject:—National Book Promotion Council-Setting up of. 

No. F. 7-1/2011 -BP—The Ministry of Human Resource 
Development, Department of Higher Education, Government 
of India, had set up a National Book Development board in 
1967 to lay down guidelines for the development of the book 
industry in the context of the over-all requirements of the 
country. The Board was subsequently reconstituted in 1970 
and functioned until February 1974. A new body called the 
National Book Development Council was set up on 15th 
September 1983 and functioned till 3rd September 1986. 
Thereafter, the Council was earlier reconstituted on 06.11.1990 
and 18.12.1997 for a period of 3 years. The Council was last 
reconstituted on 02.09.2008 for a period of three years i.e. 
upto 01.09.2011. 

2. The Government of India, Ministry of Human Resource 
Development have now decided to revive the earstwhile 
National Book Promotion Council which will have the following 
constitution and functions :— 

3. Functions of the Council 

To facilitate exchange of views on all major aspects of book 
promotion, inter alia, covering writing/authorship of books, 
production, publication and sale of books; prices and 
copyright, habit of book reading, availability and reach of 
books for different segments of population fbr various age- 
groups in different Indian languages and the quality and 
content of Indian Books in general. 

4. Headquarters and Secretariat of the Council 

The Headquarters of the Council shall be a New Delhi and 
its Secretariat will be provided by the Book Promotion and 
Copyright Division in the Department of Higher Education, 
Ministry of Human Resource Development, Government of 
India. 

5. Composition of the Council 

The National Book Promotion Council will have the 
following composition: 

(a) Chairman 

Minister of Human Resource Development, Government 
of India. 

(b) Vice-Chairman 

Minister of State for Higher Education, Government of 
India. 

(c) Authors/Writers (3 members): 

(I) Ms.NamitaGhokale : English Writer

(iii) Shri AkhlaqMd. Khan Shahryar : Hindi Poet 
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(d) Journalists:

6. Tenure of Members 

The term of the National Book Promotion Council shall be 
three years. The tenure of the Chairman and each member of 
the Council, other than ex-officio members shall normally be 
three years, unless a shorter term is indicated; but they will be 
eligible for re-appointment. Where a Member of the Council 
becomes a member by reason of the office or appointment he 
holds, his membership of the Council shall stand terminated 
when he or she ceases to hold that office or appointment. All 
casual vacancies among the Members (other than ex-officio 
members) shall be filled by the authority or body who 
nominated the member whose place has fallen vacant and the 
person appointed to a casual vacancy shall be a Member of 
the Council for the residue of the term for which the person 
whose place has been filled, would have been a Member. 

7. Meetings and Sub-Committees 

The Council shall meet at least once a year. The Council 
may set up Committees Panels for specific purposes which 
may meet as frequently as required. 

The views and suggestions emerging from the meetings of 
the Council will be documented by the Department of Higher 
Education as inputs to be taken note of by concerned 
Ministries/Agencies of the Government of India, to the extent 
relevant in formulating their policies and programmes. 

For each meeting of the Council, the agenda and notes 
thereon will be prepared by the Department of Higher Eduction 
on the basis of suggestions received from Members of the 
Council from time to time. 

Ordered that a copy of the Resolution be communicated to 
all State Governments and Administrations of Union 
Territories, President's Secretariat, Cabinet Secretariat, Prime 
Ministers' Office, Ministry of Parliamentary Affairs, Lok Sabha 
■ Secretariat, Rajya Sabha Secretariat, Planning Commission. 

Ordered also that the Resolution be published in the Gazette 
of India for information.
